ABOUT FOOD 


POISONS 


General Assembly Address 


by Professor N. E. 


Wilson. 


The Qeueral Assembly lecture yes- 
erday afternoon was made by Prof. N. 
3. Wilson. Hit subject was "Food 
Poison*." Following is Prof. Wilson's 
ddren in brief: 
"Within the past few years poison- 


ng with foods of varioas kinds has 
become quite., prevalent, and 
such 


ases ot poisoning aeem to be on the 
ncrease.due probably to tbe (act that 
only ia recent year* ha* it been r«c- 


gnized that foods, ordinarily harmless, 
may become tbe most violent of poi- 
ons. These harmful effect* ot food 
may be due to a variety of causes, 
prominent among which are: 


1st. Certain poiaonoua fungi may 


effect grains, thus causing epidemics 
ot poisoning such as tbe ergot poison- 
ng so prevolent in Russia and Spain. 


2nd. Plants and animals may feed 


upon substances not harmful to them, 
but which effect man very seriously, 
when he eats the plant or the flesh of 
he animal, on account of bis greater 
lusoeptibility, e. g. bogs may eat large 
quantities of arsnic or antimony with- 
out barm, bul their flesh eaten by man 
would be a violent poison, 


3rd. During periods of phyeiologi- 
al activity of certain glands in some 
if the lower animals the flesh becomes 
larmfal to man. 
4tb. Both animals and vegetable 
oodi may become infected with ape- 
iiflo germs of disease and serve as car- 
ieri of infection to man. 
5tb. 
Animals may be infected with 


peciflo diseases whiiib may be trans- 
mitted to the human in meat and milk. 


6tb. Certain non-specific) poison- 


iroducing germs may find their way 
uto foods trad by their growth pro- 
luce chemical poisons, either before 
or after the food baa been eaten. This 
laia of 
food 
poisoning is fonnd 


most common in tbe United States. 


He spoke at length of tbe three forma 
f poison to the human system from 
eating mussele, of the meat poisons 
oolodiBg sansage poifoninr, and the 
[anger from canned meats wh»n not 
iroperly steriliztd. 


He alto discussed the various forms 


of cheese poisoning, and described the 
llsoovery and isolation of the active 
principle ot poisonous ohsese known 
as tyrotoxloon. This discovery was 
made in 1881 by Dr. Vaughn ot the 
University of Michigan. Tbe address 


e concluded by a discussion of the 


danger from the use of 
evaporated 


milk and cream to whiah caue sugar 
lad not baen added, and of question- 
able preservation iu all cUases ot 
canned foods.
